EAST KENTUCKY POWER COOPERATIVE, INC.’S 
SECOND MOTION FOR ENLARGEMENT OF TIME 

Comes now East Kentucky Power Cooperative, Inc. (“EKPC”), by aiid tlxougli counsel, 

aiid moves the Kentucky Public Service Coiiiiiiissioii (“Coiiiiiiissioii”) to issue an Order 

approving a second eiilargeiiieiit oE time up to and including April ’30, 20 13, by which EKPC 

must coiiiply with Ordering paragraph 3 of the Comiiiission’s Order in Case No. 2012-001 69 

dated December 20,2012. 

In support of this Motion, EKPC states that tlie Commission entered its Order in Case 

No. 2012-001 69 011 December 20, 2012. Ordering paragraph 3 states: ‘“EKPC shall file within 

30 days of tlie date of this Order any appropriate or iieeded ameiidiiieiits to existing special 

contracts or tariffs to reflect that EKPC is autliorized to bid any custoiiier’s iiiterruptible load into 

the PJM Deiiiaiid Respoiise program.” On January 18, 20 13 EKPC filed a iiiotioii to extend tlie 

30-day time period establislied by the Commission’s Deceiiiber 20, 201 2 Order to file 

amendlimits to existing interruptible load contracts. This additional time was requested to allow 

EKPC, Gallatiii Steel (“Gallatin”), and Owen Electric Cooperative (“Owen Electric”), and, 

separately, to allow EKPC, Noliii Rural Electric Cooperative Corporation (“Noliii RECC”), and 

AGC Automotive Americas h i e  to provide executed contracts to tlie Commission. 



On February 4, 20 1 3, Coiiiiiiissioii Staff provided EICPC a letter stating that a new docket 

and case iiuiiiber had been assigned for this motion. ’ On February 7, 20 13, tlie Coiiiiiiissioii 

entered an Order granting an extension of time, through February 28, 201 3, to file these aiiieiided 

contracts. 

EICPC now requests a second eiilargemeiit of time, up to and including April 30, 20 13, to 

file tliese ameiided contracts. EKPC requests this extension because in its origiiial iiiotioii it did 

not consider that the EICPC Board of Directors aiid tlie Boards of Directors of Owen Electric, 

Noliii RECC, and the respective retail customers involved would need to review and formally 

approve these contract amendiiients. The aiiieiidiiieiits to tliese respective contracts are very 

close to being agreed upon and negotiations concluded. However, it will tale at least through the 

March (and possibly April) board iiieetiiig cycle for each of the appropriate approvals to occur. 

Certainly, as soon as all approvals €or each of these contracts are conclrrded, EKPC will 

imiiiediately file same with tlie Coinmission. It is EICPC’s hope that this can be accoiiiplislied 

even earlier than tlie April 30 deadline requested in this Motion. 

WHEREFORE, EKPC respectfully requests that tlie Coiiiiiiissioii grant EKPC’s Second 

Motion for Eiilargeriient of Time to provide tlie aiiieiided coiitracts required by tlie 

Coiiiiiiission’s Order dated Deceiiiber 20, 20 12 in Case No. 20 13-00 I69 up to and including 

April 3 0,20 1 3.
